oc BOOTHIS LECTURE REVIEWED, 
ADDRESS BY THE REV. DR. FALLOWS. 

The Rev. Samuel Fallows, D. D., Rector of St. 
Paul's Refo:med Episcopal Church, delivered 
the following «a last eveniog in answer 
to and roview of Judge Booth’s lecture before 
the Philosophical Society : 

I wish to review as briefly as possible the 
prominedt posit.oms and statements of Judge 
Booth, in bis lectute lately delivered before the 
Philosophical Soci¢ty of this city. I cannot, in 
the hmits of a single discourse, do justice to 
the subject. It would require volumes to 
do that. He (has justiy alluded to 
the giavity of the theme. The Church of Jesus 
Corist rests upon the resurrection of us Lord 
and Savior from the dead as op a chief corner- 
stove. Remove that and the whole edifice tum- 
bies to the ground. Is is due to Judge Boota to 
say that be has p ted the argumenis against 
the resurrection Christ as strongly as they 
can be put. He hap gone over pretty much the 
whole field socarefully covered by Strauss, Bauer, 
aud others. I leave it to thie intelligent audi- 
ence to judge whether the foundauons of our 
faith are in danger or not. 

With the collateral matter introduced by Judge 
Booth I cannot degl. I sitaply plant myself on 
the assumptions, assertions, and principles 
made by bim as erning him in nis discuss on 
of the question. Judge Booth admits or assumes 
the following fagts and principles: 

Fir That the tour Gospels all belong to the 
Apostolic age, ali being written within sixty years 
after the death of Dbrist : the Gospel of John 
being composed about that time, and the Gospel 
of Mark probably wie bin twenty years from that 
great event. They were therefore written many 
years after the saying and duings occurred 
which they profess to relate. , 

Second—That these Gospels were written by 
the men whose uames they bear. 0 

Third—That Jesus Christ was a veritable 
person, a great aud most extraordinary presence. 
that He impressed Himself and I is .ords ma 
remarkable manner upon Hw Disciples; that 
He was in the hab® of repeating His most un- 
portant teacbings in and again, these teach- 
ings being doub:leds correctly summarized m the 
Sermon ou the Monnt. 

Fourth—It would be doing violence to the 
probabilities of the case to suppose thai the 
rec rde of the sayings and doings of the Master 
are fiee irom niisconcepiion, misrecolleciion, 
or exaegeration ou the part of the oarrators. 

Fifih—We tind discrepancies in the narratives 
of these writers; fer exam; le, the different iu- 
soi iptions ou the cross; therefore we must con- 
ciude that they were not ivfallible writers, 

Sizth That these four biogtaphical sketches 
or-memoirs are all of an exceedingly fragmentary 
and unsstisfactory character,.—none of them 
possessing much merit for methodical arrange- 
ment, sequence of | events, chronological order, 
or treatment of suliject. 

For the present I wi! ‘eave out of the question 
the iofaliivility or Inspiration of tue writers of 
these Gospels, and endeavor to prove the fact of 
the resurrection of |Chiist from the principles 
laid dowu by Judge} Booth himself. The Judge 
admits that the Sermon on the Mouat was 
Christ, or that the teachings 
alleged to have deen given on a mountaia 
were so often uttered that they were indelibly 
stamped ou the memories of His disciples. Who 
are tbe wvarrato:s of this sublime d.scourse ? 
Mattbew and Luhe only. Neither Mark nor 
John have a word to say about it. Think sow 
of the transcendent importance of that sermon, 
embodving all the grand. comprebeusive prinei- 
ples of Christian morality, aud the glorious spir- 
itual truths of His Kingdom, universal and ever- 


| lasting ; a sermon which bas won the admira- 


tion, age af er age, of both the friends and {oes 
of Christianity, aud yet only two of the Eva- 
elisis record it. Now, Judge Booth says that, 
use Matthew alone relates the account of 
the meeting of Chmst after His resurrection 
with his Disciples id the mountain in Gall ee. he 
is diecredited by thp rest of the Evangelists. 
Where is bis copsistency? Further, there 
is an apf arett discrepancy between 
Mattbew and Luke as to the place where this 
sermon was deliver¢d. Matthew says it was given 
by Curist sitting eu a mountain; Luse says 
Jesus Was standing on a plain. The apparent 
discieoancy is easily recouciled. Judge Booth 
bas no diicuity im receiving the Sermon on the 
Mount ia spite of the discrepaocy, but when 
Luke says it was Mary agdalene, and 
Joanna, and Mary, the mother of James 
and other women that were with 
them, which toid thee things unto 
the Apostles, and Matthew says, Mary 
2 — and the pther Mary, mother of James 
and Jose-, came ſo see the sepuichre” (the 
names of the other women not being meption- 
ed), then Judge Both sees a fatal conflict of 
testimony between them as tothe fact ot the 
resurrection. Further, Luke's account of the 
Sermon on the Mount is contained in twenty- 
ine verses, while Matthias requires 
111 verses. Luke omits many precepts 
which Matthew gives, so that Mat- 
tuem alone gwes us the sermon in 
full. But wo discsedit does Judge Booth cast 
upon bis testimony in this case. Why, theo, 
should he dwcredit it when Matthew, in his ac- 
count of the Kesugrection, mentions a fact not 
given dy the other Evangelists ? 

Judge Booth. m @weilung upon the difference

Maithew, Maik, and John, make no mention of 
the woes dencuuced aga ust the Pharisees and 
others, nor of tue rebuke to the young mao who 
wisbed Obrist to interfere in the dividing of the 
inheritance, nor of the rich fool, nor of the 
parable of the barren fig-tree, nor of the im- 
portant teaching respecting the slaughter of the 
Gal leeans, and those eighteen u on whom the 
tower im Siloam fell, not to mention other par- 
ticulars. Luke only gives an unt of these, 
and Luke wrote years after M w. Judge 
Booth will not answer yes to my question.

Ove writer gives us hints, and 
sayings, and yarables, and narratives, and 
deeds, not given by suother. No ticnlsr 
metbod or arrangement or sequence of time is 
observed. The later Writers méption 
most important matters which the 
earlier parrators omit, and vice versa. 
on account of the fragmentary character of these 
records, and the waut of the thread of the con- 
tinuous acts of our disive Lord, discrepances 
arise. When we come to the account of the 
resurrection of Christ, and His brief life there- 
after upon the earth, the records are still frag- 
mentary ; the thread of even‘s ie not placed in 
our bangs. We expect discrepancies. Were 
no discrepancies to be seen, the rec 
cords would not be consistent with themselves. 
We sbould kaow invfalibly that collusion and 
a had taken place. The very priucipies 
Judge Booth bas laid down, wich irresistible 
logic must lead him to admit what he is endeav- 
oriag to conrute, the fact of the resurrectivn of 
our Lord Jesus Christ fiom the dead, for the 
very witnesses be bas summ.ped to prove tue 
existence of this wonderfa! Savior uf men and to 
reproduce His immor. al teachings are the very wit- 
nesses we re y upon to prove the resurrection of 
Christ and be teachiugs of his risen life. Not 
one sivgle argument bas Judge Booth adduc d 
against that resurrection, save what may be 
termed an arguntent from discrepancr, and, pre- 
sumytively, that argument is in favor of the 
resurrection. No contradictions in the testimo- 
py are given. We bave the many-rided version 
of the same story. All testify 1o the -upreme fact. 

Five times dia the Savior predic: His resur:ec- 
tion to His disciples aod to the Apos les. Mat- 
thew, Mark, end Luke mentioo the first of these 
prophecies, which was made in the preseuce of 
the duweciples, doubtless the seventy disciples 
being meant. The second was made to Peter.

WORK FOR THE AMERICAN BOARD. 
A FEW SUGGESTIONS. 
Te the Editor af The Chicago Tribune : 

Curca@o, Oct. 9.—In the editorial columns of 
your last issue I observe an article styled *‘ Work 
for the American Board,”—an article which com- 
mends the secular press and justly challenges 
the purposes of the Association that called it 
forth. Bein g u daily reader of your paper, yoa 
will please afford me space for a few sugges- 
tions upon this important topic. 

To be frank as well as explicit I am not 
always abie to coincide with the views advocated 
by Tas Tatum in its editorial columns.

THE EXAMPLE OF FRANCE. 

Mr. WI DELL Pans, in his recent letter 
to Mr. Scuvurz, has repeated the statement, 
made by all the inflation orators and papers, 
that France has had a large issue of paper 
money depreciated, and that France is 
prospering under and because of this system. 
At the close of the war with Germany the 
French Government had to pay an indemnity 
to the victors of five milliards of francs. This 
was equal to a thousand millions of dollars 
in our money, and was payable in coin, 
in installments. To make this payment drain- 
ed the country of nearly all its precious metals, 
but the payment was made. There being an 
unusual demand for coin, especially of silver, 
in France, it naturally found its way to that 
country. While this enormous payment was 
going on, the Bank of France issued additional 
notes to the amount of $306,000,000, and 
loaned them to the Government at 1 percent, 
to be repaid in seven annual installinents. 
This issue was in addition to the previous 
circulation of the bank, which was $308,000,- 
000. The highest amount was reached Oct. 
31, 1878, when the aggregate paper outstand- 
ing was 3,071,000,000 francs, or equal to 
#614, 200,000 of our money. It was not re- 
deemable in coin, but was sold like our green- 
backs at a discount. The bank, however, fixed 
the date of Jan. 1, 1878, for a resump- 
tion of specie payments, and devoted itself 
to the accumalation of coin. It also entered 
at once upon a rapid system of contracting 
the redundant currency, and on Sept. ?, 1875, 
had retired paper to the value of $141,800,- 
000, reducing the whole amount nearly one- 
quarter. The work of reduction is steadily 
going on, and the effect of this has been to 
already make the currency but a slight frac- 
tion of 1 per cent below the value of gold. 
The currency is now convertible into gold at 
a mere trifle of discount. 

Pans, in his attack on Scuurz, wholly 
overlooked this enormous contraction of the 
paper currency of France since 1873, but he 
bears testimony tothe happy effect of it on 
the trade and commerce of France. He says: 

Instead of this hair-splitting of old theories, prac. 
tical statesmanship uses the wisdom of experience, 
learns from our own war policy, profits by the glorious 
example France sets ua, and by using all modern ex- 
pedients as she did, turns disaster into opportanity, 
setting hand, spindle, steam-engine, and sail all at 
work, pouring content and plenty through all our 
channels. It disdains, as France did, to yield to un- 
manly fear and shriek Wolf! Wolf!” from the 
watch-tower, but with the calls of “Victory!” and 
Forward!“ from the head of the ranks, pours con- 
fidence Into every heart and makes the success we 
prophesy. 

Upon which Sonvrz commer's as follows: 

Now, let us see what France is doing. The note cir- 
culation of the Bank of France, which constitutes the 
redeemable currency of that country, reached the 
maximum Oct, 31,1873, when it was 3,071,000, 000 
francs, or $14,200,000, That circulation has been 
steadily reduced to 2.371, 819.28] franca, or $17 2,40 ),000, 
which point it reached Sept, 9, 1875. There was then 
a net reduction of the paper currency in less thin two 
years of $141,000,000. This was done to effect the full 
resumption of specie-payment by the bank on the Ist 
of January, 1878, In the meantime the Freuch peo- 
ple, instead of crying for more money in the shape 
of disaonest promises-to-pay, devoted themselves to 
the production cf real values by sturdy work and fru- 
gal industry. Thus they have entered upon « new 
period of prosperity under that very policy of con- 
traction which fils Mr. Partuires with so much hor- 
ror, and if Mr. Puriires should propose to their Ne 
tional Assembly to substitule for that policy his sys 
tem of more greenbacks aui inconvertible bonds, he 
would simply be laughed out of court. But if Mr. 
PHILLIPs wants the United States to follow the exam- 
ple of France, Ia amen. It is to be feared, how- 
ever, that Mr. PMLLirs has given good advice rather 
by ignorance than design, 

How is it with the United States? 'The debt 
of France is double that of the United States. 
Our war closed in April, 1865,—more than 
ten years ago. We came ont of that war 
victorious, with all the prestige and credit of 
a conqueror. Our currency rose for the first 
three or four years in value immensely. Con- 
fidence in the permanency of the Union, and 
in its ability and willingness to pay its debts, 
was greatly renewed. Instead, however, of 
adapting our business to a rapid return to 
specie values, we prohibited the Treasury 
taking any steps to that end. We resisted 
the redemption and arrested the retirement 
of the greenbacks. The Democratic party at 
once reorganized to make war upon the pub- 
lic credit, and that war has conti at in- 
tervals ever since. It was proposed to post- 
pone indefinitely the return to specie pay- 
ments, aud to issue more of the irredeemable 
currency and force it upon the public creditors 
in payment of the bonded debt. The defeat 
of this scheme by the popular vote in 1868, 
and the subsequent declaration of Congress 
that the public debt, including the currency, 
should be paid in gold, arrested the decline of 
public credit. That credit revived, and in Oo- 
tober, 1870, five years ago, gold was quoted 
at 111 to 114, or greenbacks at 87} to 90 cents. 
Later, gold was quoted as low as 108. The

Besides, the reor- 
ganization of the Bank of California with the 
active co-operation of some of the Pacific 
Craasvuses may be a material aid to the new 
enterprise. The nominal capital stock of the 
Company is $25,000,000. The original 
corporators are WILIA Ssarzon, Mogan, 
Ressz, James R. Keennz, C. W. Ketzoae, F. 
D. Araarton, WIN In Bun, and ALrrep 
A. Conen, all men of wealth who have been 
engaged in gigantic enterprises. Mr. Conn 
has himself had a large experience, in tele- 
graph matters, and is still a heavy stockhold- 
er in the Western Union Company. He 
denies that there is any intention of buying 
the Western Union lines, or of selling out to 
the Western Union Company. Promoters of 
new companies always make similar declara- 
tions. It the Atlantic & Pacific Telegraph 
Company is absorbed by the new Company, 
the latter say that it will be by the legitimate 
purchase of its lines at such prices as would 
be required for their duplication, and their 
utilization in the new system. 

The hope for the National Telegraph Com- 
pany is that it starte out upon the idea of 
cheap telegraphy, not as a matter of public 
philanthropy, but as a system that promises 
reasonable profit.

_ The tntense activity noticed for a month or two past 
eontinued during the week down to Thursday. The 
‘Chicago barks never bad so many calls for money, 
and in so large amounts, Country balances were ust 
only in mort cases drawn down to the lowest figures, 
but lerge accommodations were granted by 
our Chicago banks to country correspondents. 
The wheat districts of Minnesota, Wisconsin, and 
Bows; the cattle sections of Nebraska, Kansas, and 
Southwestern Missouri; the corn districts of our own 
and other States, Specially where the late corn bad 
been nipped by the early frost, and it was best to in. 
crease their stock hogs to condense the corn into pork 
~in fact, nearly all the surrounding States 
seemed to rely on Chicago for funds. In 
most cases they got them, for our bank- 
@s, like our commission men and merchants, are 
prepared to do the business of the North and West. 
Money, im consequence of this steady and immense 
drain, began to be rather close, when, on Friday, all at

ence business at the banks became quiet, and contin- 


ted so through Saturday. This was really a grateful 
rest, which most officers and clerks duly appreciated. 
Of course there was a fair amount of transactions, but 
apparently witheut any apparent special reason they 
were comparatively light. 

At the banks transactions were confined mainly to 
city customers, as the demand for funds for the last 
two days from country correspondents has largely 
fallen off. As compared to the past few weeks, busi- 
ness was quiet, Customers were kindly received, and 
all legitimate favors were freely granted. 

As usual, the rate of discount to customers was 10 
per cent, Money u sensfily closer, t on the 
dmmense demand for the past few weeks; but the 
banks have still a full supply for all legitimate pur- 
poses, Two or three of them would make call or 
short-time loans on Government or other approved 
collaterals at Cs per cent. We hear of no takers. 

As might be expected from the gradual tightening 
of the money market, rather more pa per is offered on 
the streets. Rates are nominal at 818 per cent. 

The exchange market is working closer. The rate 
between banks was about par to 25 cents por $1,000 dis- 
count. Most transactions for Saturday were made at 
par.

The reopeniog of the Bauk of California yes- 
terdav morning was as dramatic as its closing on 
that well- remembered Thursday, more than 6 
mooth ago. Not since the day of the panic has 
t ach a mass of humanity, so variegated socially, 
so crammed, so crowded, 80 mutually obstruet- 
ive, been seen on Califoruta’s gieat financial 
thoroughfare. From Montgomery street to 
Battery. from Halleck street to Pine street, 
from curbdstone to curbstone, it was the same 
ewaying, tide-like, billowy sea of joyous life and 
animation. Vehicles reeigned the right to the 
street, and through pedestrians gave up the 
hope of progressing on the sidewalks. 
Doorsteps, windows in all stories, and 
even the roofs of bouses were alive wita 
peo) le. 
cupola and the holiday air of the gathered 
myriads, ove would have though the occasion 
was a great festival, aod not the quiet opening 
of that most prosaic of all commercial ins.itu- 
tions, a bauk of discount and de; osit. When 
tus clocks of the city vegan string 10 the flage 
si:d quickiy up their staves, aud scarcely had the 
final stroke sounded when a bundred s'ar-epan- 
gied banners were flaunting in the breeze vot far 
from the centre of interest. At the same mo- 
ment guns were fired from Telegraph Hill. The 
window saoades went up like a hasu, and as the 
great front doors swung inward, not merely the 
Darrow Wicket through whicu the panic-stricken 
host fed ip and out on the day of eu pension, 
but the whole wide, generous evtrance, and che 
Bank of Calitorula auspiciously began its renew- 
ed existence amid a wild cheer from the com- 
pact friendly throng that stood iu waiting. The 
door opening on Sausome stieet was at the same: 
moment opeved at an avenue of egress. In ten 
seconds every square inchof the floor outside 
the counters was packed with people, few of 
whom bad a cent in tue bauk. or would have 
cared to remove it, ep t for dire necessity, if 
they had had thousands there. 

The tellers and cleiks, of whom twenty-eight 
out of the forty-two remain, were ready to te- 
ceive their guests. They bad lost the white, 
scared look they wore ou the last day thev stood 
in their places, and the ancient Chinese cler« sat 
in the distance, gazing serenely though bis 
spectac es on a pile uf urafts, not even trouoling 
himself to look round at the strange collection 


‘Of people just beyond the official barriers. 


Piles of gold cvin glistened m sight,—quite 
enough for all purposes, but not osten 
tatiou-ly exhibited. The room formerly 
occu; ied by Mr. Ralston was filled with bauk 
olticisis, subscribers to the svodicate, and 
others, all of whom were watcaivg the erond 
curiously, anxious to learn whether they were 
deallug with frieuds or toes, wita chose who bad 
confidence in the bonesiy of their intentious, or 
with those who were regarding the bank with 
distrust. It did not take long to settle that ques- 
tion. 

Ihe chink of coin began as soon as the first 


checks came to the counter, and contiuued ior 


some minutes ina lively way. On the day of 
the panic the outiiow of coin was lke a stream 
in autumn swelled by constant rains until it be- 


comes a raging torreot; this onutilow was ke a 


stream ia spring, «ben storms change to brief 
sho bers, and it diminishes more and more until 
it becomes a babbliog rivulet. Word was soon 
brought that monev came in (aster than it went 
out, which quieted ali fears as to friendly 
feeling of the creditors of the bank, made a 
few eyes moist, and produced a general exchange 
of congratulations, It appeared that all the 
money drawn was uvon certificates of deposit by 
smal. creditors, and even then oaly taken where 
absoluteiy needed. Those who could goon for a 
few days longer without their coin were ashamed 
to be seen at tae counters assing for it. Tbe 


deposits continued to increase, while the pay- 
ments dimiaisbed to a meré dribble of coin over 


the counters. The crowd lugered anul noon, 
the usual bour for ciosing on Saturaay. The 
rule, however, was varied tor once, and payment 
was contmued until 1 o’elock, with very litle tor 
the telleas to do. The doors were then closed, 
and the remnaats of the crowu dispersed, happy 
to dee ove long step taken toward a renewal of 
br sines aud the revarn of general prosperity.

It m rather the property of 
every citizen who has been faithful and ho, etui dur- 
ing the past thirty days of financial doubt end dismay, 
Yet, in the crowning hour of victory, in the pres- 
ence of this grand witness of your skill ip mechanic 
arts, in this giorious temple of hospitality, amid all 
the flood of light and music, I experience a sense 
of almost overpowering sadne-s, I miss, as you do, 
the proud and manly spirit of him who devised this 
m ificent structure, and under whose direction and 
tireless energy ut has been mainly reared, I mourn, 
as you do, that he 1s not with us to enjoy this sense of 
beauty, and I o ler here, with you, the incense of re- 
gret «nd efiection to his memory. Peace be to his 
ashes, Whatever has been or may hereafter be said of 
his career, one thinz is certain: bis virtues Were ex- 
erted for tbe deveiopment of the city and State, and 
But our special 

rejoicing to-night is that the Bank of Cali- 

fornia, of whieh William G. Ralston was the founder, 
has again opened ite doors. It fe'l likea Titan only 
to rise with renewed strength to invigorate your 
commerce; to aid your enterprise, and to help ag an 
to furnish labor with ite honest reward. Its resuaci- 
tation, without example in the history of bank- 
ing, is largely due to the sound basis of our cur- 
reacy. which, while preventing undue inflation, ren- 
dered undue depression impossible, and more than all 
to the noble and active sympathy of ali classes of our 
citizens, to their steady coniidencé.in the efforts of 
those who, in restoring the benk to a new career of 
financial honor. have but executed the popular will 
and responded to the unanimous call of a great and 
courageous people. It is uot my intention at this 
time to address you at length, nor, indeed, is it the 
havit of my life to do otherwise thanact, My only 
wish is to thank the people, as I do with all my heart, 
for what they have done for themselves and for the 
honor of San Francisco in aiding to bring the Bunk of 
California and the great interests it represents to this 
sunny day of pride and this starlit nigut of congratu- 
lation.

There will be three through trains run every 
Gay, aud the tune made will de as fast as by any 
o.her line leading to New York. Of course the 
New York Central and Michigan Central people 
feel very sore about the new turn things bave 
taken, and deny that the Commodore controls 
the Michigan tral. They try to lay the 
whole biame on Mr. Pullman, who, they say, re- 
fused to make aa arraugement by which ube 
Pullman oars on the Erie should run 
to Chicago and Wagner's cars should exchange 
and run to New York over the Ene. A Detroit 
paper says that Pullman was bound to rule or 
rain, and bence the furmation of the new line. 
The saice 3 reports that Commodore Van- 
derbtit and Mr. Joy deleted that when such 
monopoly as the Pullman Car Company under- 
takes to contro! the roads over which they run it 
is bigh time they were turved off and some other 
means of accommodating the public be found. 

No doubt Mr. Vanderbut and Mr. Joy think 
go, but the ple of Chicago have good cause 
to think differentiy. The people are not aware 
of anyihing yet done by Vanderbilt for their 
comfort aud accommodation. He has always 
been the most seifish aud penurious of all the 
railroad] managers, and no concessions were ever 
made by him unless they were forced out of 
him. Mr. Pullman, on the contray, has 
given the public excellent cars and sbpleudid a- 
commodat.ons, tuough it is admiited tbat be bas 
charged rather too high prices. But Vander- 
bill, os nus most of Wagner s line, coula have 
easily forced Pullman to come down with the 
rates if be had meant to act im the interest of 
the people. If the present competition between 
these hoes will bring down the rates the people 
of Chicago will aodouotediy be contented. They 
do not mean to ehuw any partiality to one line 
or the other, but like to see a healthy compe- 
tition and a8 macy lines as possible, and will 
patronize that line which gives them the lowest 
lates aod best acoommodations. 

At the meeting next Tuesday several other 
projects for torming new Eastern trank lines 
wil be discussed. It is also understood 
that the Great Western and Grand Trunk 
RaJroads mean to make war on the Michigan 
Central and New York Central, if the latter two 
roads wil give, as it is rumored, the bulk of 
their business to the Canada Southern. As the 
Cauada Southern runs Wagner's sleeping-cars, 
the same as the Michigan Central aud New York 
Central, and the Great Western and Grand 
Trunk Hoads the Pullman cais, there can be but 
little donbt that the Canada Soutbern will here- 
after be tue priucipal oounec iou between the 
Michigan and New York Central Roads, and that 
these lives are run in whe interest of Vanderbilt. 
ANOTHER INCREASE IN FRBIGHT RATES PENDING. 

The General Freight Ageuts of the roads lead- 
ing to the Kast only aiew days ago raised the 
rates on fourth-c.aes goods aud giain 5 cents per 
bundred pounds, aud they have already come to 
the conciusion that the new rates are not bigh 
enough, and that anvuther increase was neces- 
sary to make any money. A meeting for this 
purpose will be heli this afcvernoon, It has 
been, bowever, already determined what the 
rates suail be. No change will be made ou first, 
second, or third class goods, Grain will be 
raised 5 cuts, making it 30 cents per hundred, 
and a similar advance will be made ov fourth- 
class freight, which will make 40 cevts per 
huudred from Chicago to New York. Anvtber 
raise will undoubtediy be made as soon as ua vi- 
gatlon closes. 


OOTTON RATES. 
The roads leadivg trom Memphis to the Fast 
have deaded upon the fvullosing new cotton 
rates, whieh will go into effect to-dav: From 
Memplus to New York, 90 cents; from Memphis 
to Boston.
